compound to change the index of refraction. 

Specifically regarding independent claim 27, none of the prior art alone or in combination 
disclose or teach of a multi-optical element device comprising: a mounting system formed by 
etching substrate(s) to form a recess to receive a reference optical element, where said recess at 
least partially conforms to the shape of said reference optical element, said mounting system 
contains etched substrate(s) forming etched structures upon which optical devices can be 
attached; and at least a first optical element attached to a predetermined structure of said etched 
structures, as claimed, specifically wherein said etched structure forms a cavity and wherein said 
reference optical element is located inside said cavity and the filling compound is used to fill said 
cavity.
